Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour 
Severely Criticise Mr. Gladstouo's 
Irish Policy. 



The Prcmior Replies-His Bill to Bo 
luti'odiiced Monday, and Be 
Punlied. 



London, Feb. 1. — In the House of Lortls 
aeveral new peers, inehuling Lord IMuyfair, 
took the oath yesterday afternoon. Tho 
I'rinco of Wales and his 80D,. the Duke of 
Vurk, had seats on the cross bench. 

Lord Rrasaey moved adoption ol the 
addrcBB in reply to the Queen'a ep'jeeh. 
Ilia motion was teconde l by Lord Thriug, 
liolh mover and accondor sjiokc in general 
terms in support of the Government. 

Lord Salisbury pucsod a oomplimeut on 
Lord Thrlng. Touching upon tlio <xuestioii 
of Home Rule for Ireland, he said one 
object of the Government : in the past six 
months had been to get tho support uf u 
class of men whom hitherto no politician 
ia England bad tried to conciliate. 
The keynote of the Irish policy of t lie 
Government was to get the support of 
tho oriminal classes. The prerogative of 
tho Crown had been used to shield murder- 
er.s and releuaed dynamiters. All tho acts 
of tlie Government had caUBcd the impres- 
aion that they were iriiehniore iuaympathy 
nitli criminals than desiroua of vindicating 
tlio law. (Triea of " heiir, hour.'') The re- 
ference in the (Queen'a »i)eecli to Home liule 
was tlie mo.st jieeuliar Benteueo ho liad ever 
aeon in a ])iiblic doeuiiicnt. It seemed to 
indicate the ' iuveniineura opinion that the 
whole Irisli ijueation with whicli I'arliiunent 
had to deal was that, it wu.s riglit for one 
portion of tlie Iriah to place their heels 
upon the nock of Iho IVote-stant population 
of Irohuid. With regard to the olhcr 
inea.suri.s indicated in iho (Juecn'.'i ppeecli, 
Lord Sal i -.bury dci'larcd i hal iiiiboily lii:lioved 
lliey v.caiUl ever In- iindert.. ken. 'I'hcy were, 
shiiply arepclilioii of tlieprogramnie adopted 
by tho Liberal conference at Newcastle. 
Lord Saliiluiry alluded to the agricultural 
denrcjuion and eaid agriculture had tuU'ereJ 
most from want of ennlidetiec. I'olitieal 
partisans now preaclied doclrinca tliiit were 
tilling tho minds of owners of capital w itli 
apprehension. There was no country in the 
world, Lord Salisbury added, where prop- 
erty was now so insecure as in Great Brit- 
ain, in conaiqucnce of erroneous legislative 
action. (Cries of "Hear, hear !") 

The Earl of KImborly mildly rcmonstratod 
with, Lofd Suliabury for accusing the aov- 
ornment of having sympathy with Irish 
criminals. He promised to introduce the 
homo. f nloT.MlLjut.aoon as it had passed the. 
Commons:" >Vh~en the ptuetigo was heard 
faint laughter rippled ,over the benches. 
The debate then adjourned.

Furious Storm Prevents Vessels From

Port Townsekd, Fob. 1 (Special)— The 

fury of tho storm soaroely abated hero all 
day. The ateamer City of Seattle which 
eanio in from Tatonia last night, bound for 
Whttlcom, refused to go out and has re- 
mained tied up at her wharf all day. The 
Monticello which runs daily from Seattle to 
Ihia city and Port Angeles, did not put in 
appearance to day. Steamer tiarland 
which runs from this city to I'ort Angeles 
made several attempts to go out, but was 
forced to return. The steamer I'lvanyel 
which ruiiH between thi.., city und tho 
islands is also tied up. 'Thi.'ie are fully two 
feet of snow on the level and the thcr- 
iiioinoter reached as low as si.\ degrees 
bolo\\-. 

R.'porta were received in the city to-day 
of the wreck and total loaa of the eoliooner 
Lottie, owned Ijy .Jaines (Jlaploiijioo, t\ 
wealthy Ncali L.iy Indian. 'I'lio Lottie 
went aaiiore ou Monday oil IJnngenesa and 
went to pieeea. Her Indian crew deserted 
her and left the captain, a white man, to swim 
ashore. \\'hen ho roaelied land hia hands 
and feet were frozen. The Lottie wua a 
thirty-ton schooner and had juat equipped 
with supplies in Port Townsend, and was 
on her way on a sealing expedition North.

Athens, Feb. 1.— The Island of Zante 
WBs shaken yesterday morning by an earth- 
quake and a panic enaued. In tho town of 
/Canto many houses wero wrecked. Tho 
dome of tho prison fell and many prisoners 
wero killed. The walls of the prison wero 
sprung and cracked, the hospital' shaken 
parti; from its foundations, the floor settled 
and the roof sank aeveral feet. Two hours 
later tho town was shaken by repeated 
shocks, more houses follj and the prison be- 
came so unsafe that the prisoners were re- 
moved. The people fled from their homes, 
crowding tho market places, and scores of 
families oanipod in the fields. Many dead 
bodies wero found in tho ruins. Hundreds 
were injured severely. 

Zmto is the capital of tho island of Zante, 
one of tho Ionian group, in tho Meditor- 
r.uiean sli.i. Tlie i.slaiui is only twent^'-four 
mile.s long aud twelve uhIls vide, liaviiig an 
area, of '-'77 tnuare miles.

Mr. J. MoB. Smith, secretary of the 
Sportsmen's Aaeooiation of tho Northwest, 
i bu . received fromyiTe^o of the hand- 

some tropbim that are to be competed for 
next summer when the annual meeting and 
"ahoof'ofthe Association is held in this 
city. 

Tho trophies are both in tho form of 
medals. Tho larger one, aud by far tho 
more elaborate, w»8-^'preBented by tho 
' 2raooR".a Globe, and is to remain the pro- 
jperty of tho Aaeooiation, but to bo held 
i year ftfcor year by tho winner. It ia ouo of 
thfc finest Bpeoiinona of workmanship over 
seen liero, 'xnd nothing short of a personal 
ciumiQfttion can enable one to appreciate 
its boautiee. Tho dcpiga is unique aud 
•chaste, and the workiuivnahip critically 
perfect. The medal ia about four 
inches long by two oad a half wide. 
Its apex is a star set with six diamonds, 
■five of about a karat each surrounding the 
' -centre stone, whidh "is a trillo larger. 
/vlUndornealh this is u shield showing a 
'brnoo of pheasants in'ljrigbt enamel, and on 
each side, just ove? a laurel wreath, is a 
miniature doublaibarreled gun with hol- 
lowed steel 'birrQli, perfect little sights, 
gold stock, «tot, 'the wliole ahowiiig the 
moat caroful' -oopying, evea' .to tbe.very in- 
tricate work.. The .name of the donor, the 
Tacoma "GloW,*' is prominently exhibited 
on a plate -ttdderneath the uhiuld, tho letters 
of the word "Globe" being sunk in gold and 
inset with chip diamonds. 

The smaUer medal is also a beauty, even 
though it does not compare in brilliancy 
with t'.rc 'One aliDve referred to. Ic 
is known aa the ".Multnomah" tropliy, 
/\tlu netrio being on the clasp, 
Irom which by a short, stout gold chain ie 
aiiaponded tho shield, on top of which io 
an elk's head in gold wich outstretching 
antlers. Crosaed "gun and rods" arc 
shown aloncaido and behind tho head, tho 
lower- ends juac resting on a barley and 
grapo vine wreath, which cnciroka tho 
hunting scene shown on the plato. This is 
the indiviclual ehampionahip trophy, a::d is 
at present held liy a Seattle gentleman, Mr. 
W. A. ICIjorly, of Tacoma, haviug the hon- 
or of holding tho "CJlnbo" medal. 

Tho two pri/.ea will bu put on e>;hi'.idtion 
hero for a time and will no doubt atiract 
much attention. They are valued at about 
5GU0, and certainly have the appearance of 
being worth every cent of it.

Soniethlngr Wron<? With tho Iload— Likely to 
bo Thrown Into the lliiuds of 
(Joverinuciit. 

San FliANOi.sco, Jan. .'il. — An Omaha 
special saya : Tho recent pronounced 
changes made by tho Union P.ciflo K lihvay 
company in passenger ticket sales and in 
tho reduction of operating expenses, is be- 
lieved by many men of influence to mean 
that tbe direotors and officers of .the com 
pany have about got -ready,_vto,. throw tho 
road into the hands of tho QoTefnment and 
wish to get as much revenue -..out-, of .it as 
possible before that time cornea. .'This ooD' 
elusion is supported by facta, It will be re 
mombered that when the Union Pacific 
railway was built United States -bonda to 
the amount of §,50,000,000 were issued dur- 
ing tho period of ita construction, from 1804 
to 18G9. These bonds were intended to aid 
the road to obtain capital enough to under- 
take what seemed to be a groat burden. 
They were to run thirty yours at a 6 per 
cent. rate. In July, ISilt. tho firat of these 
will full due. The company is utterly un- 
able to meet its obligations in the matter 
and again aud again has asked Congress to 
extend the time of these bonds. 

A recently issued report of Government 
Commissioner Horace A. Taylor, recom- 
mended an extension to 100 years and a re- 
duction "of tho rate of interest to i! per cent. 
Tho death of Mr. Could and a generally 
interpreted verdict against corporations as 
given in the recent election, have led the 
directoi-3 to get ready for the inevitable by 
securing as rruieh profit as poEsi'iie from the 
remaining mcntha of control. The feeling 
against the Union I'acitic yr. this State is 
most bitter, even fanatical, and tho saino 
may uo said of other Western States.

The representaisves of these people 
will not dare to vote for such great exten 
sion in Congress us is naked for, and it is 
their evident purpose 'to force tho road into 
the hands of u roooivor and close up ita 
affairs as a private corporation, or even dis 
solve all government connection with it 
and treat it ae 'ony other creditor of tho 
government.

A SOURCE OF DANOEK. 

We aro glnd to see that Dr^ Dnncan, the 
City Health OHiecr, i? ijerforming liia cluliea 
with zeal and ener^;y. Ho has, it appears, 
made a thorough examination of Chinatown, 
and has, ns might bo c.^pcoted, found it in 
an exceedingly filthy condition. The 
hooses which many of the Chinese occupy 
and their aurronndiags are, as he aaya, " iu 
the hisjhest dogreu repulsive." Many of 
the innitttes aru ercvded into a very small 
apace, and tho ventilation ia moat defective, 
lb ia easy to see that the insanitary condi- 
tion of the Chinese quurtor ia a source of 
danger to the whole city at all timed, 
but it ia particularly so in view of 

, the possibility of a visitation of the 
cholera or other infectious diaeaso in the 
near future. It ia plainly tho di;by of the 
<..'ity Council to give due liccil to Dr. Dun- 
can's timely warning and to take the 
preoaatioDB which he advises. One of these 
ia to extend the sewerage system to that 
part of tho town as soon as possible. It is 
evident that Chinatown cannot be luade 
clean and healthy unless it ia thoroughly 
drained. Cleaning tho surface is certainly 
necessary, but a filth-sodden soil ia as great 
a breeder of dtaea8e.aa haapg.oLdecomposiog 
matter oh the auirface! 

The sanitary laws of the municipality 
should be rigidly cDfoioed iu lhi« part of 
the city. We learn that tho City Health 
Otliccf has considerable difRoulty in makini; 
tiie necessary examination of the houses 
and premises occupied by Chinamen. When 
the occuiiiers learn that he ia on his rounds 
they close their doors and will not open 
them when asked to do so. Tbisshould not 
be. No door in the city should be closed to 
ti\e Healtli Olfiiier. He should have power 
to enter every man's house, and tho house- 
holder who should refuse him admit- 
tance should bo liable to punishment. 
This, 8omo may regard as an invasion of 
private rights, but in tlie matter nf the 
preservation of the public hcaltli private 
rights must give way to tho pulilic nafety. 
When the cholera was raging in Hamburg a 
citizen who believed the sanitary regulations 
too atringenfc represented to an eminent 
physician that thoy were an infringement 

■ on private rights. "Private rights," re- 
plied the doctor, brusquely, "private 
rights ! your grandmother." In making 
tho city healthy and keeping it healthy the 
oity authorities are doing more to preserve 
and advance private rights than they could 

>do in any other way.

ness i.nd good humor. It is said that mia- 
ery loves company, so Viutoriaus have tho 
consolation that thoy are better ofT than 
most of their neighbors. 

ON THE WAR PATH. 

^Iv. Ooldwiu Smith feels it to bo bis duty 
to advocato tho anne.-cation of Canada to 
the United States. As Mr. Smith ia u 
worker he uses every means vwithin bis 
power to advance the cause he has at heart. 
There is scarcely a week in which wo do not 
hear of something that ho has done or is going 
to do to bring about tho political union of 
tho two countries. Aa he ia a man of un^ 
common ability, and as his stylo of writing 
is delightful, it is^riot a little singular that 
his advocacy of annexation has not produc- 
ed greater effeoto, and that, he is not moro 
popular'ihan ho is among the people whom 
he seeka to benefit. It Bccms to na that the 
unpopularity of Mr. Smith and his writings 
is tho strongest ovidouco that could be 
adduced to prove that the , idea of 
annexation is most unacceptable to 
Canadians as a people. It ia only reason- 
able to conclude that if any cousider.ible 
number of Canadians were ikhiroua of be- 
coming American eitiz'-'iis by iiinking t'lnada 
au integral part of the United Stales, tht-y 
would hail with delight so powerful an ad- 
vocate of their cause as Professor Goldwin 
Smith, nnd that they would lose no time in 
placing him in a position in which he could 
speak and write nnd act as their representa- 
tive. Aa i;.)lhii g of the kintl has been 
done, it is fair to eunclude that tho an- 
no.\ati(inials of this Dominion are not num- 
erous nnd not iolluential enough to place 
tho leading advocate of their views in a 
position in which ho could act for them 
with a certain degree of authority. As it 
is, whether ho is in 'I'oront;) or ia Ottawa or 
^Yashington, Mr. Smith represents him- 
self, and no ono else. Ho has not been 
authorized formally, or even infornully, 
to be the mouthpiece of any body of Cana- 
dians, small or great. This certainly would 
not have besn tho c;iso if iu his advocacy of 
annexation ho represented the opiuions and 
desires of any considerable number of intel- 
ligent or earnest men on this side of the 
line. 

It is said that Piofejsor Smith resorts to 
peculiar ways to aooonipliah his dosien. He 

ia accused of endeavoring to show the 
Americans what aro tho best means to resort 
to in order to drive Canadians into annex- 
ation. This is wliat Mr. Van Horno a good 
deal more than insinuates in an interview 
ho had some little time ago with a repre- 
sentative of the ^Montreal Oazotte.' It 
B inuld bo remembered that tho President of 
tho Canadian Pacili-: felt annoyed at the 
moment at eome things which Mr. Smith 
had said about the railroid under hia man- 
agement. This may have given pungency 
to some of Mr. Van Home's remarks, but it 
could not have had any effect on tho facta to 
which ho alludes. Here ia part of the inter- 
view ; 

Yes, I hove seen whit vJoldwin Smith 
aaya in the New York Timoo, and am nuiio 
prepared to believe that ho was iu Wash- 
ingtou, aa ho aiys, when the McKinley bill 
was going through Cougresa. It was atated 
at the time that several prominent persona 
from Canada were there to give information 
as to how the Canadian people could best 
ba touched by the provisions of tho act. To 
Mr. Smith'a prodigious intellect the public 
doubtless appears as an infant class; other 
wise he would hardly say that the Mo 
Kiuley bill was not in any way shaped with 
a view to harassing or coercing Canada. 
I']verybody who roads the newspapers Knows 
better, and tho bill speaks for itself. Hit 
tho farmers, and the farmers' wives, said the 
prominent persons from Canada; tax their 
butter and eggs and potatoes, and they will 
fall on their knees. 

Hut the kind of men who go abroad with 
such suggestions against their neighbors — 
the kind the world knows aa "sneaks"— 
are quite incapable of undcrataiidirg that 
real men and women resent any tiling like 
coercion, even if resenting it coats them 
something. I am surprised thi'.t those 
among the law-makers at Washington who 
were actuated by a desire for political union 
did not see that if the peopli? of Canada 
were worth having— if they were tit to be- 
come citizens of the United Statefl, they 
would have too much spirit to bo won in 
such a way. 

The recollection of an interview with 
Mr. Sniith, published in a New York 
journal a year or so ago, suggests that he 
maybe able to give hoiuo information about 
a paragraph iu a letter 1 received last 
month, written from Washington by an 
American gentleman of high standing, in 
whioh he says, in reference to a report tlmt 
a certain action hostile to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was contemplated ; " I 
learn the further astounding fact that the 
l'rc;idi:nt has been urged to do this not 
only by certain Americans, but by certain 
pr-iiniiiciit persons in Canada." 

l)in-;i ihia not remind you of the butter 
and e ggs? " Hit the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
V, ay, ".sty onr sneaks, " and you hit Can- 
ad.i." Ilut .'-D l.i-.ig as the people of Cann'la 
eonlinu" to travel and ship their freiglit by 
the Cniiiuliuii Pacific it doesn't matter nuieh 
v. lu tlu-i- tho advice of the sneaks ia follow- 
ed or not. 

It v.ould not be worth wliilo to \y.\y any 
attention lo .Mr. Smith, were it not tint 
some |)cople in tho U'nitijd States think he 
aniouiitii to something in ('iPaila and thai 
ho baa some inllueiice here, ili'j gilding i.H 
worn oil', and must piuiplo hero have conic to 
SCO hia true color. There may lui a certain 
rhythm in the jingle of his; fuol'.-ilijU;!, butit 
ia only liound after all a"nd he can':, do much 
liarm. Liughed out of laigland and frozi.'n 
out of tho United States, he fouuil iefu;;o in 
Canada, where he took np a position on her 
hearthstone and has ever since been spitting 



and hissing at all who ap))roacli with fuel 
for her tiie. Some duy some man will step 
on him. 

It is very dilBcult indeed to believe that 

a man in Mr. Smith'a position and of Mr. 
Smith'.H nationality could bring himself to 
act iu tho way that he is accused of acting 
in this iutervieWi'.'STo.BUggest'to a neighbor- 
ing nation how it ban nibsbefrectually annoy 
and worry hia countrymen into throwing off 
their allegiance to their Queen and country 
i-i BO opp-.ised to everything which a loyal 
llriton considers fair and honoiahlo and 
patriotic that it is impossible to imagiuo an 
Knglishinan of position and education purgu 
ing such a course. No language can ho too 
strong to denouDce couduot so treacherous 
and so disloyal. 

' OLE^IBLANB'S FOMOr, 

Some of tlio Republican newspapers of 
the Uniteci Statea seoni to bo very much 
afraid that Mr. Cleveland will not keep hi 
pro-election pledges with rcapnot to tar.l 
reform. But the matter seems to give th 
President-elect himself no trouble at all. 
Since his eleotion he has said publioly more 
than once that he intended acrupulously to 
perform every promiHU which he hud made 
during tho election campaign. But theto 
aa-mrances do not seem to have satisDed 
some of the sceptical newspaper men, Ono 
of them the ' other day at Syracuse asked 
him plumply and plainly : " Will tho Mc 
Kinlcy law bo repealed ? " Tho reply was 
just aa ]duMip I'.nd just aa plain. It was 
this : "I'd like to know what else wo aiQ 
in power ior." 

There oro nonio Democrats wlio ate 
showing by their acts that thoy have strong 
faith in both the will and tho power of th 
Duinoeralic party to carry out their policy 
of tarilf reform. Mr. Whitn y, who is th 
principal member of the Nova Scotia cd.i 
syndicates, i.-i the brother of \V. ('. Whitney, 
who wa» Secretary of tho Navy when Mr 
Cleveland was President. If he did not 
believe that ono of tho Democratic reforms 
would bo putting a raw material of manu- 
facture and a necessary of life like coal on 
thofree list, it is not likely that ho would 
himself invest and persuade others to in 
VL.'?t in Nova, Scotia coul mines. The prot. 
peel of a brisk trade in coal between Niw 
[England and Nova Scotia was, it ia almost 
certain, the principal inducement which 
prevailed on the American capitalists to go 
into 80 extensive a speculation as the great 
coal deal that is now before the Nova Sco- 
tia Lcgialuturo for sanction.

I MAiilESTIC PALMS IN INDIA. 

TrOM R nunilred Voet IIIkIi— Mnny Uses 
for the I,f;<vi"i. 

The talipot, or ijri-oat fan-palm, l;tows 
lor alji.iul lliirty yfars. and roaches !v 
height of more than one luuulrcil 
Then, for thelirst and only tinu-, it blos- 
soms. \V\mt looks like a .sing-le huge 
bud four feet in: height is developed, 
and flnally bursts into a pyramid of 
snowy i)lunu'S composed of iiumlierless 
.small ereani-eoloreil llowers. The clus- 
ter is soiiielimes twenty-live feet high, 
anil at its base has a diameter oC forty 
feet. As !Miss Cinumings says in hi'r 
"Two lluppy Years in Ceylon:" "It is 
jv giondiis qbjcQtj.aiKl is^visiblo from an 
* immense distance, as it often grows 
jimong- fla-t surroundings, sueh as rice 
fields." 

Tlie natives turn the leaves to a thou- 
sand vises, domestic and literary. ^Vhen 
on 11 journey, and especially if they are 
on a i)ilgrimage to some sacrod shrine, 
oacli of them carries a portioniof bnb of 
these great leaves tightly folded into a 
long, narrow form, like ii gigantic 
closed fan. This serves as a sunshade 
or rain clonk by day, and at night sev- 
eral fricnd.s contribute cvei'V man Ins 
l)ulm leaf, three or four of them, with 
the ix)inted end upward, forming a very 
fair bell-shaped tent. And very pictur- 
esque a few groups of these tents look 
when jiitched in sonu- forest glado 
around blazing camp tires. 

Formerly the exact grade of evei-y 
great noble was shown by the niunber 
of such sunshades which he was i nl i- 
I' -d to have carried before him, and on 
state occasions a leaf, inlaid with pieces 
of glittei-ing talc and folded like a huge 
fan, formed the ceremonial canopy 
which was held above his hca^ by one" 
or. more attendants. ' 

The leaves p.ttain their larg'cst si/.c 
■when the tree is about twenty years of 
nge, at which they sometimes measure 
twenty-five feet from the base of the 
leaf stock to the outer edge of the fan. 



AFRICA BEING CIVILIZED. 

The Coininsr Kxposilidii nl Klinborloy 
Proof of Woiiilci riil Advaiic i'iiK'iit. 
The fact tliat an iiitcrnatioiuil exhi- 
bition is to be (ipencd in Septeiubei- at 
Kimberley, six humU-cd uules inland 
from Cape Town, furnishes somewluit 
startling oyidoneo of the wonderful de- 
velopment of South Africa. Kimberley, 
it seems, is now a flourishing town with 
forty thousand inhabitants, and adnur- 
ahle railroad connnmiications witli 
.Capo Town and I 'ort Elizabeth. lieing 
on the bordurs of the Orange Free 
State, it is practically, if not geograph- 
ically, the center of South Africa. That 
the exhibition is sure of .siieee.ss is, ac- 
cording to the '(hnalia lice, proved by 
the fact tlial it has been found neces- 
sary to enlai'ge the original plans very 
ipreatly in order to make room for the 
'exhibitors who have already applied 
for space. There will be four great 
courts — lirilish, Canadian and A nu'ri- 
cnn, continental and Soutli .African. In 
the center of tlie buildhig will be dis- 
played on a large scah> the two .South 
African Indnstrlcs -wTileU appeal most 
strongly to the Knglish inuigination. 
On the one hand will be the result of a 
whole month"s working- of the ,lohan- 
insberg gold mines, on the other an 
imposing parcel of diamonds. The 
process by which the gold is extracted 
from the quartz, the crushing and so 
forth, and the washing of the diamonds 
out of the "blue groimd" will also be 
sho^vri. Intending visitors will be in- 
terested t" hear that K'imberley is now 
only twenty days distant from London 
and that there are al)undant facilities 
for travel in the new antl ronumtic 
country. As for the business iirospccts 
of South Africa, it may be mentioned 
that the imports rose from £8,500,000 in 
1885 to £13,780,000 in 1800.

President Harrison Asked to Submit 
Any Conventiou He May* Make 
to the Senate. 

Washinoton, Feb. 1.— Tho principiil de- 
velopment in the Hawaiian situation is the 
announcement of Secretary of State Foster 
that be has given up his trip to Paris next 
week, whither he .was going aa agent for 
tho United States to attend tho meeting of 
tho Behring'Sea arbitrators. In view of the 
necessities of the situation suddenly pre- 
senting themselves, it has been deemed ex- 
pedient that ho should remain ih tho Do- 
partmont until the close of hia term 
of oflioo. Ho will, however, meet 
tho arbitrators at tho date of their 
adjourned meeting, March U.'tid, Ho held 
a conference this morning wilh Senator 
Morgan, the leading Democratic member of 
tho Senate Committee on Foreign Relationa, 
and with Blount, of Georgia, Cliairniau of 
the House Connnitteo on Foreign All.dra. 
Tho Secretary also had a talk on the 
Hawaiian situation with Representative 
Hitt, of Illinois, ex-Chairman of tho House 
Committee on Foreign AfTairs, and a lead- 
ing Republican member of that committee. 
There are no indications of any material in- 
creaso to be made in tho number of United 
States naval vessels in Hawaiian waters. 
No dovolopmcnta that will lead to blood- 
shed in Honolulu or elsewhere in the 
islands havo.como to light and it ia tlio be- 
lief in naval oirolca that the force of marines 
and sailors on the Boston' is sufiSeient to pro- 
tect American interests and maintain order. 
Uno vessel may be sent to support the Bos- 
ton, and information obtained at the depart- 
ment leads to the belief that no others will 
follow unloaa the situation becomes alarm- 
ing, and this doesn't seem jprobaWe in view 
of iho present state of affairs. The Gov- 
ernmeiit will not be caught napping, how- 
ever, and vessels will be prepared for sea 
and kept in readiness. 

'I'ho Senate yesterday took up Mr. Chand- 
ler's resolution reiiucsting tho Pr.^aidont t o 
tiaiisniit to the Senate any convention he 
may iii.ike with the jirovisional govenimciit 
of lle.waii, and Chandler proceeded to dia- 
cuos it. Chandler explained hia mot ivcs for 
oll'eriiig it. He said ho had not intended 
thai it should be acted on without coiisiil- 
eration by Iho coiiimitlec on forei;^n rela- 
tions, and ho intended to move its refer- 
ence to that committee. It ocouried to 
him, h.owever, that it would b(! wine 
for CongrcKH to initiate action on the anb. 
jeot. 'The commisaioner.H from the pro- 
visional government of Hawaii would not 
arrive in Waahington City until the end of 
the week, and it was fair to presume that 
tho rest of tho week will be occupied hy 
tha executive in considering the Buhjcct. 
The 4th of March would be then near at 
hand, and so he thought that on a subject 
on whioh there was on unanimity of opinion 
among American people, Congress might 
Well initiate action. 

American interests are very extensive in 
tho Baw&Uiui islands, and the property of 
those islands is mainly owned by American 
citizens, The United States goveruinent 
had never shown any disposition to destroy 
the native government of Hawaii. On the 
contrary, it had nlwaya niaintuined such a 
government, and attempted to keep in 
power the existing dynasty, but at tho same 
time tliero has been a feeling that if the 
native government should fall an American 
solution would bo found for the difficulties 
on the islands. But if it should not appear 
stable, an independent government could 
not be maiiitiuned, and if the support of any 
foreign govnimeiit tOifiald be rei-juiicd, 
then the aeiitiment waa that the United 
States would le willing and dtsiior.u tn 
annex the isiai.d-i.
